Claims 6, 12, 24, & 26 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fredrickson 
4,077,385. 

Fredrickson shows a bow having a handle; first lower 
limb 22/ second upper limb 22 (figure 1); a lower cam 
element 28 "operably associated" with the lower limb; a 
pair of idler wheels 40, 50 operably associated with the 
upper limb; and a bowstring element 52, 58 operably 
associated with the cam and wheels so that as the bowstring 
is pulled, the cam will pivot, and the wheels will pivot at 
different rates. The bowstring element is anchored to 
structure 18, 56 which is "associated with" the cam 
element .
